From 6 0 0 dozen eggs, a half of a gram

of this precious stuff was obtained atte* 
long and painstaking chemical work. 
This was the final climax in several yean 
of study to find the single chemical substance 
that makes the cells grow and divide. 
If this 
is found to have a determining influence on tis­ 
sue growth, a similar minute study of polysac­ 
charides from cancer tissue will follow. 
In the Central Cancer Research Laboratoriea 
there are eight rooms which are given to chem­ 
ical research. 
T h e main problem being studied 
in this department is the glycogen or animal 
sugar which is the fuel of the cella. 
Just as automobiles use gasoline and shipt 
use oil, muscles need animal sugar tor their ac­ 
tivity. 
Without it. no animal can move, 
rh * 
muscle fibers get their sugar from the blood.

H E disease of cancer is of interest 
to everyone for two reasons: 


First, because it kills more people 
than any othei single disease. 
Second, because it has increased so greatly 
m recent vears. 
In 50 Rmerican cities writh a population of 
3 0 ,0 0 0 ,0 0 0 , there have been 58.2 per cent 
more cancer deaths in the last quartei of a cen­ 
tury. 
In Pennsylvania there has been a 62 per 
cent increase in the same time. 
In Australia there has been a 40.5 per cent 
increase in the last decade. 
One great insurance company has estimated 
that it loses $ 8 0 0 ,0 0 0 ,0 0 0 yearly in the United 
States from cancer alone. 
W hat is happening today in America to com­ 
bat the scourge and to study the course and 
character of the disease so that a cure may be 
found? 
In the Cancer Research Laboratories of tile 
Graduate School of Medicine of the University 
of Pennsylvania, an active search into the proc­ 
esses of cancer is now being made by an or­ 
ganized group of chemists, physicists 
patholo 
gists, biologists and medical men. 
With united 
cfi ort, these men and women are working in 
three laboratories, two in cancel hospitals, die 
third on the entire top floor of a large office 
building. 
The third or central laboratory is the largest. 
In its 22 scientifically planned work rooms, 35 
chemists, 
physicists and biologists, employing 
complicated apparatus which is to be found in 
few other laboratories, are engaged rn bold ex­ 
perimentation on cancer cells. 
I hese scientists, 
brought from all over the globe, are exploring 
the problems of the cancel cell under tile direc­ 
torship of D r. Ellice M cD onald. 
C 
A N C E R is not entirely a mystery. 
Scien­ 
tists do know tliat it is not a tiling, but a 
•tate. 
Cells, which are the minute structure 
of which tissues and organs are composed, 
should cease to grow after the youthful grow­ 
ing 
period 
is 
finished. 
Certain 
inhibitions 
•hould occur and stop their growth. 
In cancer, however, certain cells lose these 
inhibitions. 
Instead of stopping from further 
growth, they receive a power of division and 
multiply at a dangerous rate. 
This phenomenon begins in a local area and 
is earned to distant parts of the body. 
They 
V read like wildfire. 
Death comes because the 
great number of cells prevents a vital organ

Dr. McDonald and his staff at the Cancel 
Kesearch Laboratories are trying to h„d out 
what causes this giowth ol th* tells.

In order to study the cells, they glow them 
on glass like vegetables oi bacteria, take mov­ 
ing pictures of ti ie rn by micro movie cameras 
of the latest type, and make chemical tests lo 
see what kind of diet cancel cells prefer and 
under what conditions they flourish. 
According to Dr. M cDonald, one of the 
chief faults of cancel study in the past has been

IV J H E N a muscle contracts, lactic acid ii 
’ * 
liberated. 
The more work you do the 
more lactic acid you make. 
Fatigue is due to 
too much lactic acid in the muscle fibers. 
Cancerous tissue seems unable to store up 
glycogen. 
A nd glycogen apparently takes a 
different path in the formation of lactic acid to 
cancer than in the normal muscle. 
Cancer ceils 
alter the glycogen so that more lactic acid than 
normal is produced. 
This is considered one of 
the most important qualities of cancer. 
The other source of energy of the cells ii 
glucose or diabetic sugar. 
Dr. George Ban­ 
croft. a chemist of these laboratories, has been 
studying the mechanism of the cancer cell in 
relation to the blood, and he believes that the 
sugars exist in a different state in cancer from 
the normal blood sugar. 
Another sugar chemist, D r. E . F . Schroeder, 
is working upon the various forms which the 
sugar in the blood may take. 
H e is dividing 
them into normal and active forms. 
H e and his 
co-workers believe that the normal blood sugar 
must be converted into the active form which to 
cancer produces lactic acid more rapidly. Hiey 
are producing a number of new derivatives of 
glucose and are testing the mechanism of the 
lactic acid formation. 
In another department D r. Shigemitsu itami. 
who has worked with cancer rn lokio, New 
York, London and Dublin, presides ovei fami­ 
lies of white mice which naturally have cancer. 


ble, the future only can tell. 
The 
laboratories 
were 
founded 
with three main aim s: to attempt to 
discover a fundamental principle in 
regard to cancer, to impiove existing 
methods of treatment, and to con 
tinue in minor degree the trial-and- 
;*rror type of research. 
These divisions correspond to cell 
research, to study of patients and 
their treatments, and to therapeutic 
efforts upon animals w'hich have can­ 
cer. 
All have their place in cancer 
study as it is done under D r. M c­ 
Donald. 


I V 7 H E N cancer appears in these mice, as it

The projec­ 
tion machine is mounted on a con­ 
crete base to avoid any unsteadi­ 
ness. The light draw s from 160 to 
260 amperes and is given by forty- 
inch carbon* built to Naval speci­ 
fications, the strongest light po»- 
sible. 
A blast of cold a ir is continually 
blown onto the film and the in ter­ 
ior of the projector to keep the film 
clean and keep it from catching 
fire under the intense heat. 
Thrown from Side 
Instead of projecting from the 
hack of the theater, the film is pro­ 
jected from the far side onto a 
transparent screen. 
This screen is made of specially 
processed plate glass usually of a 
nine-by-twelve-foot dimension. The 
; glass is sand blasted and treated 
with hydrofluoric acid. It Is kept 
I scrupulously clean. 
The projection is made in a long 
, black tunnel from the projection 
I machine to the screen. 
No light 
I can reach this area. 
The other side of the screen in* 
j eluding the setting and the players 
is lighted in the ordinary way ex­ 
cept that no stray beams of light 
are permitted to strike the screen, 
the light being carefully blocked 
off by gobos, or screens.

these pits has caught and preserved 
for thousand* of years, parts of 
skeletons, particularly of those ani­ 
mals which prey on others. Prob­ 
ably a t f ir s t c a tc h in g only th e 
weaker or more unwary animals, it 
later got more than its share of the 
predatory beasts who went into the 
pit to devour those already caught, 
attracted by their cries of distress. 
It Is one of th© few places where 


male are known no more and still 
others exist today but not In this 
part of the world.
